U.S. Truck Strike Could 
Bring Canadian Layoffs ~ 


TORONTO (CP) — Unless 
there is quick settlement of a 
United States trucking strike. 
thousands of Canadian drivers 
could be laid off, an industry 
spokesman said Wednesday 
night. 

The layoff could leave as 
many as 1,500 to 2,000 out of 
work in Ontario alone, the 
spokesman said. The U.S. strike 
started Wednesday and so far, 
no Canadian layoffs have been 
reported. .

Billions at Stake

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Trucking and unién negotiators 
haggled over billions of dollars 
in wages today while many of 
the - 425,000 Teamsters involved 
in the national labor talks con- 
tinued striking in dozens of cit- 
ies. 

“There are indications of good 
Progress," said a source in the 
Negotiations that dragged 
through Wednesday night and 
into the early morning before 
recessing in the second day of 
the biggest trucking strike in 
U.S. history. ‘ 

While the bulk of Teamsters 
drivers remained on the job, 
chief industry negotiator Ray F. 
Beagle said the walkouts were 
massive. ~ 

His Trucking Employers Inc. 
group, representing some 12,000 
firms, pledged. however, not to 
call a nationwide lockout in’ re-

OTTAWA (CP) — Defence- 
man Ted Green of Boston 
Bruins will stand trial next 
Tuesday on a charge of com- 
mon assault arising from an ex- 
hibition National ‘Hockey 
League game played here last 
September.

political prisoners.

‘Fair Tax’

TORONTO (CP) — The Cana- 
dian Council for Fair Taxation

Under local anesthetic 
“the vas tubes, which supply fer- 
tilizing sperm, are snipped and 
tied. The operation has no effect 
whatever on a man’s sexual ca- 
pacities.

Nobody in Canada has a rec- 
ord of how many men have un- 
dergone vasectomies but up to 
1961 it was estimated that 1,300 
operations had been performed 
in Canada. 

“Planned Parenthood of To- 
ronto has had an increase of 


the. birth control pill scare in 
the United States. In March 
there were 40 such calls com- 
pared with about 200 for all of 
1969. 

A spokesman for the organi- 
zation said that both men and 
women have called expressing 
concern about the pill. The men 
say they want to have a vasec- 
tomy so that they can get their 
wives off the pill. 

Dr. John Rock of Boston. co- 
developer of the pill, said he 
doesn’t believe there are any 
dangers in the pill if properiy 
administered, 

“Over the years I've studied 
the effects of oral contracep- 
tives on countless women of all 
ages,"’ he said. “I've seen a few 
develop physical problems 
which may or may not have 
been due to the pill. 

“T've even taken some women

Kathleen Lutley, an area 
nursing officer with medical 
services at Norway House in 
northern Manitoba, came to 
Canada from Sussex, Eng- 
land, in 1956.

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evil of apartheid then, in the eyes of 
the world seems to be not so much that the 
blacks are ignored or neglected — indeed, they 
are said to be better off economically than 
anywhere else in Africa — but that they do not 


_ enjoy the same rights as the white population. 


But to. get back to Gary Player. During 
the Masters tournament in Augusta, Georgia, 
in which he finished a stroke behind Casper 
and Littler, Player was guarded by police — 
& necessary precaution following threats on his 
life. Hitherto Player has simply countered 
criticism of South Africa with “a my country 
right or wrong” attitude. A man noted for his 
compassionate and God-fearing ways — it is 
said he carries a Bible around with him on his 
travels — Player recently expressed a desire to 
play exhibitions with American Negro 
professionals, but this seems only to have made 


things worse. 
As Negro player Arthur Ashe, who 
himself has ‘been refused permission to 


compete in South Africa, said in a Sydney 
Australia interview: “It is like buying a favor 
. .. why doesn’t he sit down and write, ‘I, 
Gary Player, am against apartheid!” 

** But Player would likely do better if he 
kept out of both South African and American 
politics. As a national hero in his own country, 
where he supports a family and farms when 
not playing golf, Player can ill-afford to buck 
the establishment. = 

Only last month he was featured on the 
cover of the cove monthly publication, 
South African Scope, and inside he is pictured 
playing for charity with Prime Minister John 
Vorster. iar .

Stetson Company to Close May 21

After 70 years, the fickle 

world of men's fashions has 

claimed Brockville’s oldest in- 

dustry, The John B. Stetson 


Company, which has produced 
hats here since 1935, will phase 
out its operations in Brockville 
by May 21, it was announced 
Friday afternoon. The hat fac- 
tory was first established in 
Brockville in 1902, 

“It's no mystery why we're 
closing the plant,’*, commented 
Stetson's President G. Alex 
Higginson, of Brockvillg. “Just 
take a walk down the street and 
you'll sce the answer — most 
people just aren't woaring 
hats anymore.” 

Mr. Higginson, who is presi- 
dent of both the Canadian and 
American divisions of Stetsons, 
sald business has fallen off by 
50 per cent in the last 15 years. 

He stated that in 1953, a total 
of 101,000 dozen hats were ship- 
ped from all Canadian manufac- 
turers, but added that this fig- 
‘ure had declined to less than 
50,000 in 1969. 

“Also five or six hat compa- 
nies have gone out of business 
{n that period of time,” Mr. Hig- 
ginson added. 

The company will continue to 
produce cloth hats such as golf 
hats, and other similar light 
sports wear at its Toronto plant 
but the felt dress hats, that had 
been here, will now 
be manufactured in Guelph, On- 
trrio by the Biltmore Hat Com- 
pany, the Stetson executive re- 
ported. 

He pointed out that the hats 
will still bear the “Stetson” 
name as the Biltmore company 
has purchased a licence to use 
the trade-name. Biltmore’s 
Guelph plant is fewer than Stet- 
son's factory in Brockville, and 
hence maintenance is less of a 
problem, he added. 

Mr. Higginson ‘said the dis- 
Posal of the Stetson building 
and equipment in Brockville, ts, 
as yet, uncertain. However. he 
said it is possible that some of 
the equipment will go to Bilt- 
more’s in Guelph, with the re- 


mainder going to Stetson's To- 
ronto plant, and possibly their 
American affiliate in Philadel- 


phia. 

“Again, there's nothing defin: 
ite on the plant itself," he con- 
tinued, “But we're hoping that 
light industry may be attracted 
to rent it.” 

While Stetsons did not take 
over the hat plant here until 
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to its facilities to people ‘shop- 
ping there,” explains Jobn Cur 
rie, of the Roinan Catholic Com- 
mittee in Calgary.

“And we're going to have to

One workshop, on commit- 
tee structure, was attended by 
delegates from the newest 
galleries. Mrs. D. C. Barber, 
a veteran of both Hamilton 
and Toronto. women’s commit- 
tees, acted as chairman. 

Consensus at the session 
was that a board of directors 
of interested citizens is the 
first thing a gallery needs.

TORONTO (CP) — The On- 
tario government is still consi- 
dering paying 100 per cent of 
doctors’ bills under the Ontario 
Health Services Insurance Plan, 
Health Minister Thomas Wells 
said Sunday night.
